Aug.  1 (CP>.  — Twenty-two  women 
workers  striking  from  the  Imperial  Laundry  here  since 
June  9.  today  were  convicted  of  participating  in  an  illegal 
.strike  and  fined  one  dollar  each. 

Magistrate  Lionel  Beevor-PotLs,  presiding  at  the  trial 
centring  around  British  Columbia's  new  labor  code,  dls- 
mis.sed  three  bargaining  ag«nts  of  the  I^iundry  Workens* 
Union  (C.C.L.).  finding  them  not  guilty  of  the  charge  of 


having  authorized  the  strike. 

The  magi.strate  said  the  new  labor  legislation,  under 
which  the  prosecutions  were  launched,  needs  clarification. 

In  addition  to  the  61  fine,  the 
women  workers  who  went  on  strike 
in  protest  of  dl&ml&sal  of  two  em- 
ployees for  being  absent  without 
permission,  paid  61  casts  each. 

Magistrate  Potts  originally  ruled 
In  the  second  day  of  the  trial  today 
that  the  women  were  guilty  of  a 
"technical  and  Illegal  strike"  and 
imposed  soupended  sentences.  Im- 
posing 63  costs  In  each  case. 

But  the  original  decision  i^as 
'altered  when  the  question  of  recog- 
nluinre  of  bond  was  Introduced  and 
Magistrate  Beevor-Potta  convicted 
.the  w(4nen  and  fined  them  61  and 
costs  each. 

It  was  understood  if  the  original 
I sentence  had  been  retalr^ed,  the 
women  might  be  re-arrested  had 
they  resumed  strike  acUvtilas  under 
Icnntempl  of  court. 

British  Columbia  ConclUailun  Olll- 
cer  John  Place  of  Wellington,  gave 
evIderKe  today  that  In  his  dealings 
with  the  bargtlnlng  agents.  Dan 
Radford.  Perry  Lawson  and  Mrs 
Eula  Patterson,  he  obtained  the  Im- 
pression that  the  June  6 walkout 
was  a "spontaneous  action.'* 

Magistrate  Beevor-Potts  said  the 
leglAlatlon  lacked  clarified  intention. 

'especially  in  the  case  of  the  union 
inffIclaU,  where  the  penalties  were 
heavier.  Maximum  penalty  In  their 
case  could  be  650  per  day  (or  each 
day  of  lllegsl  striking. 

While  the  court  held  sueptcions 
that  the  union  officials  might  hsve 
guilt,  the  evidence  produced  was 
not  sufficient  to  convict  them,  he 
said. 

Charges  against  the  union  could 
not  be  proceeded  with  si  the  same 
time.  Earlier  this  week.  Chief  Jus- 
tice Gordon  McO.  Sloan  granted  a 
Slav  In  proceedings  against  the  union 
Itself  following  a hearing  on  an 
application  by  Mrs  Eula  Patterson, 
union  president.
